marched into the city. 

Mobs last night killed 60 Fascist 
hostages. Th») prisoners were tak- 
en from ships in the bay and 
mowed down by machine guns on 
the cobblestone dock, while citizens 
milled about shouting approval. 
Women dipped their handkerchiefs 
in the blood of the victims. 

As the Fascist planes, unmolested 
by Government anti-aircraft batter- 
ies, flew away yesterday, thousands 
of men and women surged on the 
Government buildings.

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Economic Pressure in Education, 
To the Edithr of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE editorial entitled “The Tradition 

of Learning” (Sept. 20) was interest- 
ing to some of us who, having been de- 
nied the advantages of a university, have 
had to get an education, haphazardly, 
perhaps, out of books. It breathed a spir- 
it of pure idealism; it invested the uni- 
versities with a halo, removing them far 
from the madding crowd, where they 
might be expected to judge the policies of 
states with a reasoning clear and un- 
biased, 

But is the picture altogether a true 
one? Are not the universities, despite Mr. 
Lippmann’s eulogy, really subject to the 
pressure of their age? If not, how may 
we explain the dogmatic persistence with 
which the University of Oxford so often 
championed error in the theologico-scien- 
tific disputes of the eighteenth and nine- 
teenth centuries; how may we explain the 
decision reached by the president of Har- 
vard in the Sacco-Vanzetti case, which 
brought-forth charges of biased thinking 
even from lovers of Harvard? How other- 
wise can we explain the dismissal of Dr. 
BE. A. Ross from Stanford for insisting 
that it is “education's mission to fulfill 
a dream,” as described in the issue of 
the Post-Dispatch above referred to? 

How, even, can we explain Walter Lipp- 
mann’? He could write in his “Preface to 
Morals”: “The social history of the last 
75 years has in large measure been con- 
cerned with the birth pains of an indus- 
trial philosophy that will really suit the 
machine technology and the nature of 
man. For the notion that an intricate 
and delicately poised industrial mech- 
anism could be operated by uneducated 
men snatching competitively at profits 
Was soon exposed as a simple-minded de- 
lusion.” And yet Mr. Lippmann has re- 
cently gone over to the banner of a man 
whose theory of economics goes back to 
Adam Smith (whom he has himself dis- 
credited) and who believes in the old 
American way of free and unrestricted 
competition.

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: GOV. LANDON BOOTS ONE. 

In his Minneapolis speech criticising the Roosevelt 
administration’s reciprocal trade agreements, Gov. 
Landon not only opened himself to powerful counter- 
attack by his opponents, but caused many of his own 
supporters to grieve. Few of the administration's 
policies have been so soundly and carefully worked 


of the Government command such wide respect and 
esteem as Secretary of State Cordell Hull, who nego- 
tiated the agreements out of his many years of ex- 
perience in tariff-making; rare is the disinterested 
economist who would find fault either with the gen- 
eral plan of the treaties or their details. 

Yet we find Gov. Landon, who is usually restrained 
in his utterances, making such reckless statements as 
that the reciprocal trade program has “sold the Amer- 
ican farmer down the river,” and charging that “in 
too many of the present agreements, we are the fellow 
who got the blind horse.” We find him agreeing with 
the principle of reciprocal agreements, but picking 
and choosing from them details which apparently in- 
jure certain American farmers, details which, stand- 
ing by themselves, distort the picture. 

Secretary Hull, it is announced, will soon make a 
speech at Denver. We may confidently expect him 
to make a complete answer to Gov. Landon—an an- 
swer that will no doubt reveal the Minneapolis speech 
as one of the few times in this campaign that the 
Republican candidate has let his guard fall. 

Gov. Landon has much to say about the effect of 
the Canadian agreement upon the fortunes of the 
American farmer. It might be interesting to recall 
the comments made on this agreement last year, when 
‘t was negotiated, by the New York Herald Tribune, 
the No. 1 Republican newspaper of the United States, 
and, of course, an ardent supporter of the Kansas 
Governor. 

The Herald Tribune hailed the removal of the 
“spite fence” set up in 1930 between the United 
States and Canada as a fine thing for both countries. 
It said: 

A brief study of the Canadian tariff agree- 
ment encourages the impression that it embodies 
a fair exchange of concessions. Specific items, no 
doubt, will raise howls from the interests affect- 
ed. No agreement of the kind has ever yet been 
free from the imposition of hardships which need 
correction. But if one approaches the document 
in full sympathy with its broad objectives—the 
strengthening of our traditional ties of friend- 
ship with Canada and the restoration of the very 
large trade which flourished between the two 
countries before the depression—one must con- 
cede that it puts the burden of proof on those 
who would quarrel with its provisions. 

How badly in need of a restorative was Canadian- 
American trade is revealed by the figures. In 1929, 
Canada bought goods in this country valued at $949,- 
446,000; by 1933, its purchases here had fallen to 
$210,651,000. Canadian exports to us in 1929 amount- 
ed to $503,496,000; by 1933, they had dwindled to 
$185,408,000. It will be observed that the balance of 
trade both in fat and lean years is in America’s fa- 
vor; that Canada is a better customer of our goods 
than we are of its. 

In order to cultivate this good customer, we must, 
of course, accept some of its products and, since Can- 
ada is largely agricultural, many of these products 
come from Canadian farms. Some things, like hard 
wheat, we have to import anyway; other things are 
brought here in competition with American farm 
products. How else could a reciprocal agreement be 
made? 

In other such treaties—those with Belgium, Swe- 
den, Brazil and Colombia—where manufactured 
goods, ores and products not grown here were the 
objects of trading—the American farmer won a de- 
cided advantage, of which Gov. Landon had nothing 
to say. But unless the whole field of the treaties is 
surveyed, it is unfair to come to the conclusion that 
Secretary Hull has sold the American farmer down 
the river. 

Even as to the agreement with Canada, there are 
many dissenters from his complaints, even in the 
Northwest, to which Gov. Landon’s appeal was made. 
Only the other day, the independent Milwaukee Jour- 
nal was remarking with approval that, during the 
first six months of the Canadian treaty, agricultural 
exports from each country went up 24 per cent. “How 
does reciprocity work?” asked the Journal, and an- 
swered its own question as follows: 

The drouth of two years ago had resulted in an 
increased demand for cattle. In six months, we 
brought in 158,000 head, or more than twice the 
72,000 head of a year ago. The limit allowed is 
nearly reached and our cattlemen are not hurt, 
unless it be seriously argued that a shortage 
should have been permitted to force prices up to 
a figure at which millions would have further 
cut down their consumption of beef. 

Canada, on the other hand, wanted pork, and 
took more than twice as much; wanted corn and 
cornmeal and took nearly twice as much. And 
so on with fruits and vegetables. 

Gov. Landon criticised the use, in negotiating the 
treaties, of the most-favored-nation principle. We 
refer him to a learned discussion of this phase of 
the program by Percy W. Bidwell, professor of eco- 
nomics, University of Buffalo, in the summer Yale 
Review. His study shows that the agreements were 
so shrewdly worked out by American experts that 
“the reductions in duty offered to each bargaining 
country have, for the most part, applied only to those 
commodities which they have supplied exclusively, 
or practically so, to our markets.” In other words, 
the treaties are designed to give little benefit to other 
nations than the one with which negotiations were 
held. 

We believe that if Gov. Landon is elected President,

MORE DIGEST FIGURES. 
In the latest returns in the Literary Digest poll, 
covering 21 states, Gov. Landon is leading President 
Roosevelt by 293,972 votes to 185,495. The latter is 
leading only in eight Southern states, representing 92 
electoral votes, while the states in which Landon is 
ahead have 214 electoral votes, 52 less than a major- 
ity. Of those participating in the poll who record 
their 1932 votes, 243,447 voted for Mr. Hoover as 
against only 191,288 who voted for Mr. Roosevelt. 
Here is the most curious feature of the 1936 poll, 
one which defies ready explanation. The President 
beat Mr. Hoover, roughly, by a ratio of 3 to 2, 
yet a majority of the participants in the present poll 
favored Mr. Hoover. It is charged by many critics of 
the poll that this fact renders it without significance. 
Perhaps they are correct. Yet other seeming inac- 
curacies in past polls have been confirmed in the 
voting. We refer, for example, to the 1928 prediction 
that the Solid South would be broken, which many 
observers declined to believe. It happened. | 
An analysis of the switch vote in the latest Digest 
figures shows that a greater percentage of persons 
who voted for Mr. Roosevelt in 1932 are this year 
voting for Landon, while a smaller percentage of per- 
sons who voted for Mr. Hoover in 1932 are voting for 
Mr. Roosevelt this year. The figure in the first case 
is 18 per cent plus; in the latter case, 15 per cent 
plus. Approximately 20,000 persons do not indicate 
their 1932 vote. Mr. Lemke continues to poll consid- 
erably more ex-Democratic votes than ex-Republican 
ones, 
As we have previously stated, the Digest poll will 
stand or fall on the accuracy or inaccuracy of its 
last report. To attempt to prejudge the poll on 
partial returns, even in the face of apparent anom- 
alies, has been shown to be a procedure fraught with 
danger,

STRANGE CASE OF LAWRENCE SIMPSON. 
A native-born American seaman, Lawrence Simp- 
son, was arrested by German police at Hamburg on 
June 28, 1935, on charges of treason and espionage. 
Seditious literature had been found in his locker 
aboard ship, it was charged. How an American can 
be guilty of treason to a foreign government, and 
by what right literature belonging to an American 
on an American ship may be examined by German 
police, are circumstances explicable only by reference 
to the peculiarities of the Nazi legal system. What- 
ever the explanation, Simpson has been held in prison 


When a group of Americans interested in the case 
conferred with Secretary Hull this week, an angry 
controversy ensued, in which Mr. Hull denounced 
his callers as publicity seekers and trouble-makers. 
The State Department had done everything possible 
for the unfortunate man, he said. 

Mr. Hujl is known as a fair-minded man, and an 
even-tempered one. His 
therefore must have been the result of considerable 
provocation. Whatever Mr. Hull’s state of mind, 
however, the important fact in the case is that an 
American citizen has been detained by a foreign gov- 
ernment for 15 months without trial. The public has 
heard very little about this strange case, and why 
our Government has been unable to obtain Simpson’s 
release, or at least a speedy trial. Even if he had 
committed murder (though that crime may be a les- 
ser one in Nazi eyes as compared with the charges 
against him), he should have had his day in court 
long ago. 

A complete statement of the case should be forth- 
coming from the State Department, to explain why 
our Government ‘has been unable to assist this man 
and, secondarily, why Mr. Hull became indignant. In 
justice to Simpson, to the State Department and to 
its chief, the full story needs to be told.

REMOVE THE BROADWAY VIADUCT. 
The Terminal Railroad Association and the City 
of East St. Louis are at work on an agreement for 
the reconditioning of Broadway viaduct, in East St. 
Louis, chief highway connection between downtown 
East St. Louis and, via Eads Bridge, St. Louis. If 
this means merely repair of the present dilapidated 
structure, pending its removal and construction of an 
underpass, then well and good. But neither the Ter- 
minal nor the City of East St. Louis should permit 
the so-called reconditioning to take the place of sub- 
stitution of a modern subway. 
As every user of the ancient viaduct knows, it is a 
menace to safety on several counts. The turn on the 
west side is the scene of frequent accidents. Anyone 
who drives across during rains literally takes his life 
in his hands. Moreover, a week seldom passes that 
the rickety supports and decking are not set afire 
by sparks from locomotives that pass underneath.

Other parts of the State are heritages of the glaciers, but Ozarks were here before 
Ice Age began, writer says; early migration gave Missouri an unusual array of 
plant life, more than 2500 varieties; they range from pussy willow in the spring 
to golden rod in the fall; a glance at native trees, animals and pioneer citizens.

TRICTLY speaking, the only natives of 

Missouri are the lovely, mysterious 

Ozarks. They reared their rocky, crag- 
studded heads above the ancient seas when 
the world was young and they are here until 
the present day. The north half of the State 
was deposited from parts farther north by 
the mighty, surging, restless urging of the 
great ice caps of those far-off eons. 

The stupendous ice sheets with their gi- 
gantic push shoved incredible masses of soil, 
rocks and loam ahead of the enormous face. 
But the limestone bluffs of the south shore 
of the “Big Muddy” said, “Thou shalt not 
pass,” and here the glaciers halted in their 
southward march, dwindled away, leaving 
the great prairie section of North Missouri 
with its numerous moraines. To the Ozarx 
plateau, they. presented an assortment of 
materials that are alike the joy and the 
nightmare of the geologist. 

This first migration, millions of years ago, 
gave Missouri its bewildering assortment of 
flora. Now the State has nearly 2500 spe- 
cies of plant life, more than a hundred of 
which are found only in the Ozark section 
and within a small section of the Southern 
Alleghenies. Other states possess only about 
half of that number. 

The floral natives of Missouri are mostly 
in the Ozark plateau, and they grew most 
abundantly in the lovely Arcadia Valley, a 
land of flowers, a vale of romance, history 
and beauty, nestling emid the eternal hills 
where spring first comes and where summer 
lingers longest.

Even before the frosts of winter have 
loosened their icy grip from the landscape, 
along the babbling spring branches which 
flow unceasingly with crystal clearness, 
waves in solitary grandeur the graceful 
pussy willow, an extremely hardy shrub, 
which vies with the shy and exquisite crocus 
to attract the eyes of the nature lover. 

Following in rapid succession comes the 
service berry, generally found growing in an 
isolated single state. There also appears the 
witch hazel, which is an ever-blooming tree- 
like shrub, as only in one month of the year 
is it found bereft of quaint blossoms. Scarce- 
ly has the service berry brightened and fad- 
ed when comes the red bud, or Judas tree, 
so called for its legendary connection with 
the death of the arch-traitor who sold his 
Divine Master for 30 pieces of silver. 

Soon follows the glory of the hills, the 
dogwood, One of the fascinating things 
about this lovely spring shruS or tree is the 
infinite variety of shapes which it assumes, 
sometimes like a huge, white umbrella and 
again like an immense bouquet. White and 
purple violets carpet the hillsides, soon to 
be followed by the hardy, graceful daisy, 
both white and yellow, and the black-eyed 
Susan. While the last-named often becomes 
a meadow pest, there is no more alluring 
sight than a colorful field of daisies beckon- 
ing in brave style as they dip and weave 
with the kisses of the spring breezes. 

The wild crab, one of the Creator’s finest 
gifts to man, fills the air with fragrance and 
delights the eye. The wild crab grows in 
groups, and their beauty when in clouds of 
delicate pink bloom wil! arrest the attention 

of the most thoughtless. One of the most 


gorgeous of the summer blooms is the In- 
dian paintbrush, the subtle shading of whose 
leaves has defied the most skillful of the 
artists to set on canvass. 

In the early days of frost, when the air is 
still, a hush and peace broods over the land- 
scapes. There is a tang in the air, the morn- 
ings are crisp and cool and the musical bay 
of the fox hound is heard. It is then the 
honeysuckle wafts its pleasing scent. Draped 
over logs and gray old rail fences, it presents 
a picture of striking beauty. 

The grandest display of the colorful fall 
days is made by the kingly golden rod, a 
prince among the wild blossoms, presenting 
a brave sight along roadside, hill slope or 
peaceful valley. For the golden rod is not 
particular as to its environment and blooms 
luxuriantly anywhere. 

Trees, the lords of the plant kingdom, are 
legion on the plains, foothills and highlands 
of Missouri. Numerous varieties, including 
the rare smoke tree and the yellow-wood 
tree, relics of the pre-glacial age, are migra- 
tory natives of the “Show Me” State. The 
rugged slopes of the Ozark upheaval are 
clothed with the majestic oak, the lordly 
pine, the hickory and many, many others.

The four-footed creatures of the forest are 
not so abundant as in former years. The 
bear and the panther have disappeared. To- 
day, turkey and deer are found in secluded 
gien and shady copse. Indeed, ot over a 
hundred miles from St. Louis on a cold 
winter night when the moon rides high and 
the snow crackles and crunches under foot, 
it is possible that your hair may stand on 
end and shivers run up and down the spine 
to hear the blood-curdling hunting cry of the 
Ozark timber wolf floating over the hills. 
Nor is it less disturbing if on rare occasions 
one hears the bobcat’s baby-like scream. 

Pioneer blood undiluted is found in full 
abundance in the hill country. English an- 
cestry is plainly apparent, from the “cotton 
tops” of the children to the idioms of speech 
and inflection or expression. Even the songs 
betray their origin. Go to one of the dances 
held in the hills, hear them sing their folk 
songs until the cabin sways and rocks like 
a cradie. Many of them are not written, 
but were handed down by word of mouth 
from father to son, mother to daughter, for 
these many years. These songs are sung 
much as the early English pioneers sang 
them or danced to their sprightly tunes. 

We ridge runners love our beautiful moun- 
tains; we yearn for no other worlds to con- 
quer. There is a legend told in the hills of a 
man who was favored with a trip to para- 
dise, where, guided by St. Peter, he was 
shown the glories thereof. Nearing the end 
of his tour, he caught sight of a great num- 
ber of people chained down—“hog-tied.” 

“What is the meaning of that, St. Peter?” 
exclaimed the man. “I have always thought 
that paradise was a place of such bliss and 
eternal joy that all who entered were filled 
with contentment and happiness to be with 
the celestial throngs.” 

“Yes, that is true,” said St. Peter, “quite 
true of the vast majority who come here, 
but those folks are all from the Missouri 
Ozarks, and if we did not keep them 
chained, they would all go back.” 


Smoke: A Costly Nuisance

NTIL recent years, the public's indiffer 
ence to the smoke menace was appalling, 
Today, however, interest has grown to suck 
a point that the subject is coming to be 
regarded with almost as much concern as 
was water purification 30 years ago. The 
reason is simple enough: annually, smoke 
and soot cost this country millions of dollars. 
There is hardly a housewife or property 
owner anywhere who does not know what 
results from belching industrial and resider 
tial smokestacks. In winter, the soot and 
grime fall especially thick and fast, cover 
ing windowsills, front porches and rooftops, 
injuring trees, lowering rea! estate values, d& 
facing public buildings, causing heavy clean 
ing bills and sometimes damaging health. 
The money loss involved in all this Is cer 
tainly much greater than the expense nece> 
sary for a smoke abatement program. 
Although strides have been made in fight 
ing the nuisance, there still is need for pu 
lic co-operation. More city ordinances must 
be passed, and technical improvements «re 
necessary. People must come to realize that 
cleanliness is cheap, that good smoke abat® 
ment programs are much less expensive /® 
the long run than a careless dismissa! of \h® 
problem.

Figures are available to show how muci 
soot falis in a year’s time. Some years 65° 
Cleveland tested itself and found that the 
heaviest downtown soot deposit was 20% 
tons per square mile each year, with 83 tons 
in the cleanest residential district. Chicag® 
found a deposit average of 390 tons per 
square mile each month—that was in 1990, 
Now, six years later, after instituting abate 
ment measures, Chicago's soot fall is only 
about 72 tons a month. 

Strangely enough, Pittsburgh, which ' 
commonly called America’s smokiest city, ™ 
not so et all. St. Louis and Cincinnat! 
instance, have from 670 to 1500 more ous" 
particles per cubic foot of atmosphere ("4% 
the big steel city. The answer is that Pits 
burgh long ago saw its problem and fook 
action to bring about an effective solution 
Other municipalities might well follow the 
example. 

Pittsburgh spends $16,000 a year to cut 
down smoke. The expenditure has effected 
great things, and the city today has reaso® 
to be proud of the improvement. Other cities 
have likewise bettered conditions, but, ¥ 
and large, abatement programs of any &® 
portance are lacking in most communities 
that need them. 

The problem is not an easy one to solve 
unless the public is aroused to such an & 
tent that effective ordinances wil! be passed 
and properly enforced. This, together wit® 
the technical equipment required for abate 
ment, would do much to eliminate a nuisance 
that should have no place in the national 
scene. Excessive soot and smoke belong 
the early days of the industrial era, not 
modern American cities.

Russia shoots those who won't 
swallow the new formula or who 
swallow it too late—and comes out 
for a more “liberal” Constitution.

That, in translation, means 
being prepared to help defend Rus- 
sia against Germany. Russia needs 
a Fascist Menace as a rallying 
point for democracies. 


Germany is another revolution- 
ary state which is also looking for 
allies—in that possible war with 
Russia. For Germany, the best 
hope for such allies is in the crea- 
tion of the Communist Menace. So 
if there isn’t one, you can depend 
on it, she willdo her best to create 
it. Being against Communism, in 
the German interpretation, is be- 
ing prepared to assist Germany to 
save the world from it and get 
some new territory in the process, 

Let’s get this clear. Neither Rus- 
sia nor Germany wants to save us 
from anything. They want us to 
save them—from each other. 

Of course, you can’t unite against 
@ menace unless the menace is 
there. In Spain, the Germans and 
Italians obliged by sticking their 
noses in and helping to foment a 
rebellion against a parliamentary 
government, Left, but by no 
means Communist.

For if you turn everybody into a 
Communist who ever wrote or 
read a book about Russia, throw 
in Harvard and Chicago universi- 
ties, Hull House and Donald Rich- 
berg, you’ve got quite a considera- 
ble movement; i. e., menace. The 
Communists love it; they’ve never 
been \so publicized. Publicity is at 
least the sublimation of revolution. 
Reading the newspapers of the C, 
N. P., a real Communist must cer- 
tainly imagine he is someboriv. 
And the C. N. P. supplies the coun- 
ter Fascist Menace in his own 
person.

Appointment Is Temporary, to 
Fill Vacancy Caused by 
Death of Dern.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—Harry 
M. Woodring was appointed tem- 
porary Secretary of War by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt yesterday. He has 
been acting Secretary since the ill- 
ness of Secretary George M. Dern, 
whom he succeeds. Dern died last 
month. 

As Assistant Secretary Woodring 
has been in charge of all procure- 
ment for the army, including large 
purchases of aircraft in the last two 
years, under a five-year program 
to build up that branch of the serv- 
ice, 

A banker, Woodring retired from 
active business in 1928. His first 
political venture took him into the 


governorship of Kansas in 1930. De- 
feated for re-election by Alf M. 
Landon, present "Republican candi- 
date for President, Woodring  be- 
came Assistant Secretary of War in 
1933. 

In July, 1933, he married Miss 
Helen Coolidge, daughter of Sena- 
tor Marcus Coolidge of Massachu- 
setts. They have a son, Marcus, 
and a daughter, Melissa. 

Born in Elk City, Kan., May 31, 
1890, the son of a Kentucky vet- 
eran of the Union Army, Woodring 
started working in a bank as er- 
rand boy and janitor at the age c# 
16. Within a year, he was book- 
keeper, and in two more years he 
became assistant cashier. Mean- 
while, he was attending Elk City 
High School and Lebanon Univer- 
sity. ) 

He entered the army as an enlist- 
ed man during the World War, and 
left it as a Second Lieutenant. 

After the war, he served for a 
time as assistant cashier of the Mid- 
west National Bank in Kansas City. 
Later, he joined with relatives in 
buying control of the First National 
Bank at Neodensha, Kan. He sold 
his interest in 1928.

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APPEAL BY 10 STATES 


Missouri Among Those Asking 
Supreme Court to Reverse 
lts Decision. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—Ten 
States joined in asking the Su- 
preme Court yesterday to reverse 
its decision that the 1934 Munici- 
pal Bankruptcy Act was an uncon- 
stitutional trespass on States’ 
rights. In a brief filed with the 
court, they asked it to reconsider 
its five-to-four decision of last May 
25. The petition was signed by the 
Attorneys-General of Arkansas, 
California, Colorado, Florida, Mis- 
sissippi, Missouri, New Mexico, Ore- 
gone, Texas and Washington. 

Rehearings seldom are grante’. 
The court will announce its action 
on the request Oct. 12. 

Arkansas also filed a separate 
brief declaring that its improve: 
ment districts “are not arms of the 
State, but are Agencies of the tax- 
payers,” hence the invalidated act 
“does not violate the Constitution.” 

The Supreme Court’s ruling was 
given on a case involving obliga- 
tions of the Cameron County (Tex- 
as) Water I~provement District 
No, 1. The district already has 
asked for a rchearing. 

In its decision, delivered by Jus- 
tice McReynolds, the court said: 
If obligations of States or their 
political subdivisions may be sub- 
jected to the interference here at- 
tempted, they are no longer free to 
manage their own affairs; the wiil 
of Congress prevails over them... 
and really the sovereignty of the 
States, so often declared necessary 
to the Federal system, does not 
exist.”

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MGR. ROTHENSTEINER, 
PRIEST 02 YEARS, DIES 


Author of Hymns, Poems and 
Official History of St. 
Louis Archdiocese. 


Mer. John E. Rothensteiner, 
pastor of Holy Ghost Catholic 
Church for the last 29 years and 
author of the official history of 
the Catholic Archdiocese of St, 
Louis, died today of diabetes, fol- 
lowing an illness of nine days, at 
the church rectory, 1911 North 
Taylor avenue. He was 76 years 
old. 

Father Rothensteiner was in the 
Catholic ministry for 52 years. in 
June, 1934, on the occasion of his 
fiftieth anniversary, he was made 
a domestic prelate by Pope Pius XI 
and formally given the title of 
monsignor in a ceremony at his 
church, attended by Archbishop 
Glennon and more than 200 priets, 

He preached and wrote in both 
English and German and built up 
a large bi-lingual congregation 
whose parish was bounded by 
Grand and Union boulevards, Line

dell boulevard and Natural Bridge 
Among his writings were 
many Catholic hymns and poems, 
translated some of the 
poems of Goethe. His history of 
the Archdiocese, a two-volume work 
of more than 1700 pages, was pub- 
lished in 1929. 
Native of St. Louis, 

Born in St. Louis, Father Rothen- 
steiner attended parochial school 
and Christian Brothers College here 
and was graduated from St. Francis 
de Sales Seminary in Milwaukee in 
1884. He was ordained in the min- 
istry the same year and was given 
a pastorate in Jackson, Mo. Three 
years later he went to Frederick- 
town, Mo., where he remained for 
20 years. 

He went to Holy Ghost Church in 
1907. At the time of his fiftieth 
anniversary, the parish paper com- 
mented on that event as follows: 
“When Father Rothensteiner came 
here he found it all in a rather de- 
plorable condition. There was no 
church edifice, but only a half-com- 
pleted basement, the ‘rock pile,’ as 
some called it. Torn by dissensions 
and open quarrels, some of the best 
people had left the congregation.” 

Confronted with this’ situation, 
Father Rothensteiner’s first re- 
marks, according to the paper, were: 
“Things look rather unpropitious 
here, but my experiences have 
shown me the inherent goodness 
and generosity of the human heart.” 
He set to work to complete the 
church building and, by contins 
ued visits, to bind the congregation 
together. 

Buildings for Parish. 

The cornerstone for the new 

church, a large red brick edifice 


in simplified Gothic, was laid in 
November, 1908, and soon. a parish 
house was built—all at a total cost 
of about $125,000. A new parochial . 
school was built in 1924, 

Father Rothensteiner was known 
to many in the congregation as 
“The Little Father.” In 1932 he 
suffered a paralytic stroke which 
left him slightly lame, but he eon- 
tinued to be active in his congre- 
gation. He is survived only by a 
sister, Mrs. Elizabeth Schwietering, 
3625A Alberta <treet.

HAS PLACED IT TO BEST ADVAN- 


| TAGE IN HIS NEW YORK HOME.

IME was when the only adven- 
T tures worthy of the name were 
military and very gory ... when 
the only heroes we got really ex- 
cited about were soldiers from re- 
spectably sized wars. But today 
the real heroes are the men of sci- 
ence . Admiral Byrd, William 
Beebe, Lindbergh, the Curies. 

Then there is Roy Chapman An- 
drews who has a talent for making 
a great adyenture out of the dry- 
est expedition into a desert. Dig- 
ging for pre-historic remnants of 
early life on earth is his scholar- 
ly business, but he is, besides one 
of the great naturalists of our 
time, a very fascinating personality 
as well. 

We became absorbed one summer 
afternoon in one of his books about 
his discovery of the dinosauer eggs. 
It was more exciting than a mys- 
tery thriller. We closed the book 
and decided we'd like to meet that 
man from ‘Beloit, Wisconsin, who 
had made himself such a career out 
of imagination seasoned with hard 
work. Which is one of the most 
interesting angles of our job. It al- 
ways gives us an excuse to intro- 
duce ourself to the people we'd 
like to know. So one day when we 
were in New York, we called him 
up on the phone—and he answered 
himself. (We're always surprised at 
how many real celebrities answer 
their own phones... and how many 
people you never hear about who 
make you batter through an impos- 
ing barrage of secretaries). 

We were particularly interested 
in seeing what a wanderer like 
Dr. Andrews had accumulated for 
his home during his travels. Or if 
he had collected anything so do- 
mesticated as furniture and fabrics. 
After all here’s a gentleman who 
hasn’t stayed put a year at a 
stretch for over 20 years. ... Who 
has lived in Peking palaces and 
camped in Gobi tents. 

We found that he had not only

made extensive collections of things 
to live with, but that he had be- 
come quite as much of an author- 
ity on his rare brocades and his 
Ming panels as on prehistoric rel- 
ics. We found a man who appre- 
ciated the satin patine of his lac- 
quered cabinet made over 400 
years ago for an Emperor of the 
Ming dynasty. We found a man 
who took a quiet delight in the 
time mellowed tones of a series of 
ancient Chinese paintings.
